These classes include Auto Mechan¬ 
ics, Auto Body Repair, Cosmetology, 
Commercial Foods, Carpentry, Electric¬ 
ity, Data Processing, Nursing Assistant, 
MasonrVgagd^Vgl^agJ^addition, this 
year, for the first time, younger students 
are taking a Trade and Industrial Explor¬ 
atory class to try techniques in masonry, 
electricity, carpentry, welding, etc. 

Many students have the opportunity 
to interact with the community and gain 
valuable practical experience. The Nurs¬ 
ing Assistant students work at the Nurs¬ 
ing Home two periods a week. Welding, 
Auto Body Repair, Auto Mechanics and 
Carpentry classes construct projects and 
make repairsior people 1ft- the com¬ 
munity. Cosmetology provides services 
to our local citizens, and Commercial 
Foods serves banquets. 

These vocational programs offer the 
technical information and practical ex¬ 
perience necessary to gain an entry level 
job or pursue further education at a col¬ 
lege or technical school. Preparing stu¬ 
dents for a career is the main activity at 
the Center.
